article,  (4)  purpose  for  which  it  is  wanted— attested  by 
signature ;  and  mutt  be  labelled  with  (1)  name  of 
article,  (2)  the  word  "Poison,"  (3)  name  and  address  of 
seller.

*  The  actual  wording  is  "  liquid  preparations  of  carbolic 
acid  and  its  homologues  containing  more  than  3  per  cent, 
of  those  substances,  except  any  preparation  prepared  for  use 
as  sheep-wash,  or  for  any  other  purpose  in  connection  with 
agriculture  or  horticulture,  and  contained  in  a  closed  vessel, 
distinctly  labelled  with  the  word  1  Poisonous,'  the  name 
and  address  of  the  seller,  and  a  notice  of  the  agricultural  or 
horticultural  purpose  for  which  the  preparation  has  been 
prepared,  ought  to  be  deemed  poisons  within  the  meaning."
